Thfe Soviet avaten bao ijnstltuted snazi/ yjodical eaterprlse** eihich vere 
hwotofoore unknowi In bourgeois Latvia. The budget for medical entorprlseB 
Inoreaaoe every year. Doetora and middle medical persaonel are la^rovlng ttelr 
dualif ICdtlcnB . Thider the proaent Bystem, Ijoproveiaent la etlll necessary to 
care for the laborliig class. Prohlens related to this field were ulscuss^ 
at a recent ocnference of the Central CoBmiittee of the Conunaolst Party. At 
the flame time, the operation of Latvian hoapltale, polyoUnlCB, and various 
medical Inetltutlonfl was Investigated. Many defiolencieB ware brought to 
ll^t In this invest Igatioi. 

It was found that a large part of the hoepitaxe and medical Institutions 
were below established standards In various respects. In most of the cases 
Iw was found ttot doctors did not give proper attentloo to theli- patients. 
Moreover, they were aloof In their relationships with middle medical personnel 
end did not assist them with their problems. Frequently, doctors wore carelestf 
in diagnoses. Laboratory facllltlos were not being utllUied In all oases, 
and there was no consultation oi speclallets. The program for the unification 
a Yvnivrti I tiIop tsrQAreseed slowly and Inefficiently. 

The Investlb^tion also revealed that the majority of medical institutions 
had no effect Its budgetary control and that records were not kept of funds 
spent. For ex^le, at the First Riga Clinical Hospital, unauthorised 
spending amounted to many thousandt of rubles . 

It was further determined that the relationship between the vai'lous medical 
enterprises and the Latvian Ministry of Health was very poor. It is the 
responsibility of the Ministry to see that Latvian doctors carry out the 
Party line. Frequently those doctors, yho have for so long labored under the 
mlsoonsepticne of bourgeois rule, failed to adopt the uneicelled achlevonents 
of Soviet medical science. 
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Osi the other hanfl, there are ihany hun6ro<59 of medleal irorhers vhb are 
earnestly atudylng the Ma^lst-ionto doctrine and are puttl^ It Into praolloo. 
One hundred and six doctors -- deputl<to of ioca^ sovl^a -- are actlyely 
participating An the^ w BtajoxijQ^ conmiltteea of health. Bowerer, it jnet 

be adndtted that raioh ldeo? ogle al-pollt leal instruction le heoessary before

Party organizations of luiny I^tvlan oed leal instltuti one are not active ehevg^ . 
For eianple; the Party organl zaiion St the First Riga and Children ' e Cl inioal 
Hospital Is not cqncerh^ the quality of medicaid aid being given the 

patients ; Alhue, it ip up to the vfU’iouB P orgumlzatlons to aasiat the ieas 

adept doctors to find the Party line and abide by it. 


The Central C omaltt ee of the ConsBuni at Party of Latv la has charged the 
various Itinerant and municipal Party committees to carry out a laore^lnteofllvo 
prolan for control of medical vorhera . They are to conduct frequent meotlagB, 
at ■wl\ich medical workers ahculd submit reports regarding the abate of medical 
aid and public health in latyia. 


Qae of the mot i laQwtent projects is a general over -a i i 
of the qucllf Icatioiia of Latvian medical irarkere Cantral C ooiii'ctee 

urges that greater use bo made of eohoo:iH for advancement, aa well aa 
Bpeolaliats clinics . Tha Itlnistry of Health, aa well as the varlcue health 
departments > le charged wi-th the duty of Indf easing the number of middle nedioal 
persceael* There imiat be lAtenaive programs to acquaint the Latvian madleal 
worker with the achievemente of Soviet medical Bclenoe. There la a aerloue 
lack of Soviet medical literature in latv la, a condition that will be remedied 
In the vary near future. It la the responalblllty of thd Ministry of Health to 
see that the largest possible amount of Soviet llteratui's is tranalated into Latvian. 


Much remaina to be done in the field of epidemiological and sanitation 
work In oltioa, and particularly in rural ccBnaunltles . The agricultural 
ploture is gradually changing and many hundreds of new kolkhozes ere being 
orgemized. 
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
